V the following new claims: 

A temperature sensing device comprising a. pair of continuous flexible 
electrically conductive wires covered by a flexible insulation material, said wires having 
end portions at one end that are free of said flexible insulation material, a preformed 
cylindrical member made of unfired compactible mineral insulation material having a 
pair of parallel passages extending therethrough for receipt of said end portions of said 
wires, temperature sensing means at said end portions exteriorly of said preformed 
cylindrical member, a one-piece metal tube covering said mineral insulation material, 
said free end portions of said wires, and said temperature sensing means, said metal tube 
having an initial size to permit insertion over said preformed cylindrical member of 
mineral insulation material and being compressed to a smaller diameter thereby to 
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
